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The state has made no appropria- 
tion towards paying for the publica- 
tion of proposed amendments to the 
constitution. This little drawback, 
however, did not prevent the ordering 
ok this werk, and at the lowest rates. 

Wo begin to believe that newspapers 
are the least important of all the aids 
belonging to parties or states. In the 
case of parties every political striker 
‘or man av inflooence, gets his bill 
audited and paid. His claim is always 
in the nature of personal expenses. 
The buncombe peddler or stump 
speaker who is furnished with ideas 
by the newspapers, commands high 
prices for the use of his tongue, and 
must be paid. This, too, is in the 
nature of expenses. The newspaper, 
thank God, has no expenses to pay and 
is therefore liable to reductions vary- 
ing from fifty to one hundred per cent. 
upon its bill for honest work perform- 
ed. It may beurged that the news- 
paper works from two to four years 
and bears the party burdens while po- 
liticians are idle, but this fact has no 
weight when favorite strikers and de- 
pendant bummers are to the front. 

It is about the same way with the 
state. It may be said that newspapers 
do something to buiid up states and 
give them character at home and 
abroad. It has been believed that 
newspapers protected public dignity 
and prosperity besides looking after 
public money. Be this as it may, we 
have never known the time when any 
of this public money was used cheer- 
fully to pay the public journal for its 
werk. Weare gladto say, however, 
that the public servants in the line of 
janitors and authors of relief bills are 
sure of payment. This is some conso- 
lation. And since the newspapers has 
no personal expenses, it is probably a 
wise provision. 
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BUYING VOTES. 


The Eureka papers, having charged 
that votes were purchased at the gen- 
eral election Nov. 5th, in the most 
open and shameless manner, the

The Resumption Programme. 

New York, Noven ber 23.— The 
Tribune's Washington correspondent 
thinks, from all that can be learned 
from every seurce, the fellowing will 
be the essential peints in the resump- 
tien programme: First — United States 
nutes will be. redeemed at the New 
York sub-treasury in gold or silver 
coin at the option of the holder with- 
out limitation as to amount. Second— 


| Legal-tender notes of special issues of 


large denominations will be deliverd 
in place of gold certificates, and there 
will be no further issue ef gold cer- 
tificates. Third— Holders of notes 
who prefer gold iustead of silver will 
obtain gold and the Treasury will not 
force upon the holder of notes the 
kind of legal coin that is not desired. 

Fourte — That leyal-tenders, even 

without enactment of any law affirm- 
atively authorizing it, will be every- 
where received for custom duties. 

Fifth—That silver dollars will be ex- 
changed or legal tenders or natienal 
bank notes in multiples of $1000 at 
any sub-treasury er national bank 

which is a United States depository, 

the expense of transportion to be paid 

by the mint. [This is the plan which 
was inaugurated in Septenfber, but 

wasso suddenly discontinued on the 

ground that there was no authority of 
law to exchange silver for legal tender 
notes until after January 1, 1879.] 

Sixth — That perhaps arrangements 

will be made at sub-treasuries other 
than at New York to redeem legal 
tender notes in coin within ordinary 
limits and as the interests of the place 
demand, but not in large sums.

Now they meet in out- 
of-way places, and take precautions 
against listeners and surprise.
